Health minister makes 
long-awaited move to 
take over ambulances

Alberta's new health super board 
will take all ambulance services 
away from cities and municipali¬ 
ties, said Health Min¬ 
ister Ron Liepert 
during a surprise an¬ 
nouncement at the 
Legislature yesterday. 

The Tory govern¬ 
ment originally 
promised to make the 
move three years ago 
after years of studies 
and reports, but the 
decision was delayed 
after yearly costs 
soared well over an 
original $55 million 
estimate. 

Liepert says the 
plan has been "stud¬ 
ied to death" and its time has come. 

'Ambulance service is health care 
and as such, should be part of the 
health care system," said Liepert. 

"We will increase funding and 
provide leadership to ensure the 
transition is as seamless as possi¬ 
ble." 

The province currently pays mu¬ 
nicipalities $128 million in funding 


and municipalities and patients 
share the remaining $ 190 million in 
costs. After April 1, 2009, the 
province will cover 90 per cent of a 
patient's ambulance bill. 

"We've always believed that am¬ 
bulance service is a provincial role," 
said Mayor Stephen Mandel from 
Quebec in a teleconference with re¬ 
porters yesterday. "It is a role that 
we've paid for and burdened our 
residential taxpay¬ 
ers and it is substan¬ 
tial issue of money 
each year." 

Edmonton will 
save $9.6 million a 
year with the move, 
and $2.4 million 
would be saved next 
year after the new 
ambulance model 
comes into effect, 
says city manager A1 
Maurer. 

Don't expect to 
see any reduction in 
city administration's 
suggestion of a 9.4 
per cent tax hike next year, how¬ 
ever, since the savings are already 
included in the proposed 2009 
budget, said Maurer. 

The move also gives paramedics 
the option to drop patients at med¬ 
ical clinics rather than just emer¬ 
gency wards in situations where 
emergency medical attention is not

Man fights

A man is fighting for his life in hos¬ 
pital after he was shocked and 
burned yesterday morning while 
trying to strip copper wire from an 
EPCOR generator compound in the 
city's north end. 

The jolt knocked out power to 
6,000 customers in the neighbour¬ 
hood, and to assist emergency 


crews, EPCOR shut down power to 
20,000 customers for up to an hour. 

Police say officers were dealing 
with another matter near the sta¬ 
tion on 128 Avenue and 96 Street 
when they heard a loud bang 
around 2:40 a.m. 

Shortly after, a woman ran up to 
the officers saying that somebody 
was on fire in a nearby compound, 
said police spokeswoman Karen 


Carlson. 

"The female is known to the in¬ 
jured man," she said 

The 49-year-old man was found 
with severe burn injuries over 70 
per cent of his body and rushed to 
University of Alberta Hospital 
where was listed in critical condi¬ 
tion last night. 

Charges against the man are 
pending.

Cop found 
guilty of 
impaired 
driving

A police officer who got be¬ 
hind the wheel after an early- 
morning drinking party at a 
police detachment is awaiting 
his fate, after being found 
guilty for impaired driving 
yesterday in provincial court. 

Const. Brian Toner, a 25- 
year veteran of the Edmonton 
police, looked sombre yester¬ 
day afternoon when the judge 
read the guilty verdict. 

Toner, 49, jumped behind 
the wheel of his car after par¬ 
tying with fellow officers 
around 4 a.m. at West Divi¬ 
sion Headquarters in Febru¬ 
ary 2006. 

A number of witnesses tes¬ 
tified they saw Toner that 
morning, and said that he 
was highly intoxicated, thick- 
tongued and his head was 
bobbing. 

Officers arranged for a ride 
home for the intoxicated po¬ 
lice officer, but couldn't find 
him when it was time to take 
him home. 

Shortly thereafter, an offi¬ 
cer found Tbner asleep behind 
the wheel of his running car, 
three blocks from the police 
station. 

Toner was returned to the 
station and charged. 

A date for sentencing will 
be decided upon next week.

Motive unknown 
in what may be 
murder-suicide

The lone male among five 
people found dead in a Cal¬ 
gary home may have been 
responsible for the violence 
in what is now being looked 
at as a potential murder-sui¬ 
cide, police said yesterday. 

"Preliminary investiga¬ 
tions have led us down that 
path," said Insp. Guy Slater, 


cautioning against jumping 
to conclusions as it's still 
early in the investigation 

Police are expected to con¬ 
firm the names of the de¬ 
ceased today after autopsies 
were completed last night. 

Neighbours said the house 
was home to Joshua Lall, 34, 
his wife Alison, 35, and two 
daughters, Kristen, 6, and 
Rochelle, 4, who were dis¬ 
covered dead along with ten¬ 
ant Amber Bowerman, found 
in a basement suite, when 
police and EMS arrived at 10 
a.m. Wednesday.

Second annual

Natives' frustrations have 
grown in recent years over 
the issues of poverty, health 
care and living conditions on 
many of the country's re¬ 
serves. Increasingly, there 
have been road blockades and 
standoffs between protesters 
and police, and sometimes vi- j5

Day of Action was peaceful, | 
unlike 2007, when protesters 
east of Toronto shut down 
Canada's busiest highway. 

"There's no violence. We're

China woes continue

Nation battles 
lakes, chemicals 

A local official in Sichuan 
province withdrew from the 
prestigious Olympics torch 
relay as "atonement" for con¬ 
struction problems at col¬ 
lapsed schools, even as 
rescuers battled rain, lakes 
and chemicals in the after- 
math of the devastating May 
12 earthquake. 

Thousands of the quake's 
victims were children, killed 
when schools collapsed. In¬ 
spectors have taken samples 
of rubble to see if shoddy con¬ 
struction material was used. 

Lin Qiang, vice inspector of 
the Sichuan provincial educa¬ 
tional department, said col¬ 
lapsed buildings might have 
been more solid "if we educa¬ 
tional officials hadn't left loop¬ 
holes for corruption," 
according to the official Xin¬ 
hua news agency. He with¬ 
drew as torch bearer in the 
torch relay currently snaking 
around China before the Au¬ 
gust Olympic Games. 

The death toll from the 7.9 
magnitude quake is more than 


68,500 and is certain to rise 
further, with 20,000 missing. 
Aftershocks have toppled 
420,000 houses, most already 
uninhabitable. 

The massive reconstruction 
work has only just begun, and 
survivors are threatened by 
"quake lakes," formed by 
landslides, that could burst 
and flood downstream towns 
and dams. The Finance Min¬ 
istry has funnelled an extra 1 


billion yuan ($144.2 million 
US) into relief work on an es¬ 
timated 35 dangerous lakes 
formed by landslides, in addi¬ 
tion to 400 million yuan al¬ 
ready alloted to work on 
smaller, damaged dams. 

China has evacuated more 
than 150,000 people living 
below the biggest of the quake 
lakes at Tangjiashan. It was 
created when landslides 
blocked the Jianjiang river 


above Beichuan, near the epi¬ 
centre. About 5,000 tonnes of 
chemicals, including sulphuric 
and hydrochloric acid, were 
moved out from downstream, 
media said. The danger posed 
by chemicals was shown yes¬ 
terday, when rain-soaked bags 
of disinfectant chlorine 
erupted in caustic, billowing 
smoke, injuring eight paramil¬ 
itary police in Beichuan.

Police in Selfoss, 50 km 
southeast of the capital 
Reykjavik, said they had re¬ 


ceived no reports of injuries 
and that damage to buildings 
in the area had been rela¬ 
tively minor. 

The U.S. Geological Survey 
said the quake struck at 3:46 
p.m. local time, 10 km be¬ 
neath the earth's surface.

Disease threat 
rises in Myanmar 


Conditions ripe for 
malaria, dengue 

The United Nations is step¬ 
ping up efforts to combat 
malaria, cholera and other 
diseases in Myanmar that are 
now the main threat to mil¬ 
lions left homeless by this 
month's cyclone, a senior offi¬ 
cial said yesterday. 

Stagnant water in the wake 
of the cyclone and storm 
surge, which left up to 2.4 
million people destitute, has 
created ideal breeding condi¬ 
tions for malaria and dengue, 
said World Health Organiza¬ 
tion assistant director-general 
Eric Laroche. 

Laroche heads the interna¬ 
tional health operation 
formed to deal with the after- 
math of Cyclone Nargis,

The WHO is leading a part¬ 
nership with official, private 
and non-governmental organ¬ 
izations in Myanmar to tackle 
the crisis. It has approved a 
$28 million action plan over 
six months for the program, 
including $10 million directly 
for WHO operations. 


which struck Myanmar's fer¬ 
tile Irrawaddy Delta region 
and the capital Yangon on 
May 2. 

"The major threat in health 
now is communicable dis¬ 
ease," he said the day after his 
return from Yangon. It was 
also the monsoon season in 
Myanmar, a time when 
malaria, dengue fever and 
cholera outbreaks tend to 
occur, he said. reuters

Canadian teams 
keep NHL afloat

Panthers, Chicago Blackhawks, New York Islanders, At¬ 
lanta Thrashers, Washington Capitals, Nashville Predators 
and St. Louis Blues — generated less than half the amount 
of ticket revenue this season of the Edmonton Oilers and 
Ottawa Senators. At $ 1.2 million in ticket revenue per 
game, the Oilers and Senators garnered the least amount 
of ticket money among Canadian clubs. 


31 % of league’s 
revenues: Report 

A secret NHL report detail¬ 
ing the ticket revenues of its 
30 teams reveals what Cana¬ 
dian hockey fans have long 
suspected and offers a com¬ 
pelling case for putting more 
teams north of the border. 

The six Canadian teams 
account for 31 per cent of the 
$1.1 billion US in league 
ticket revenue, and have 
gone through league-leading 
double-digit increases over 
last season, according to the 
internal NHL report. 

Overall, the league has 
seen its ticket revenue rise 
almost 10 per cent, but 11 of 
the 24 U.S.-based clubs were 
either revenue-flat or lost 
ticket income. 

Atop the list of income 


winners is the Toronto Maple 
Leafs, who nudged out the 
Montreal Canadiens to lead 
the league this past season 
with $1.9 million worth of 
ticket revenue per game. 
Based on 41 home games, 
that's $77.9 million a year — 
not counting revenue from 
preseason games. A year ago, 
the Leafs generated $1.5 mil¬ 
lion a game, according the 
report obtained by the Star 
from several league sources. 

The increase in the value 
of the Canadian dollar may 
be responsible for as much as 


half of the league's revenue 
gains since the NHL went 
through the lockout of 2004- 
05, say several sources famil¬ 
iar with NHL finances. 

"If you take out the Cana¬ 
dian teams, which have done 
so well since the lockout 
largely because of the Cana¬ 
dian dollar, the league's rev¬ 
enues are actually only 
growing at a two per cent 
clip per year," says an execu¬ 
tive with a U.S.-based NHL 
team, who requested 
anonymity.

nmm FILMMAKERS John 
Stevenson and Mark Osborne 
have long been martial arts 
movie fans, but they quickly 
learned there was a major dif¬ 
ference between loving the 
genre and making a film using 
its many trademark conven¬ 
tions.

Shifu (Dustin Hoffman) to con¬ 
front the evil war¬ 
rior Tai Lung 
(Deadwood’s Ian 
McShane) in a bat¬ 
tle for the ages. 

The problem is, 

Po is a tad under¬ 
qualified for the 
task and must first overcome 
hurdles such as his voracious 
appetite and general laziness be¬ 
fore he can save China from Tai 
Lung’s wrath. 

To call this sort of undertak¬ 
ing an animated logistical 
nightmare would be an under¬ 
statement, one made even more 
complex by the fact that those 
aforementioned animals engage 
in complicated and realistic 
martial arts moves based on the 
original five kung fu fighting 
styles: crane, mantis, snake, ti¬ 
gress and monkey. 

“The biggest challenge of all 
was not only to make our kung 
fu look great, but have a story 


significance and make sure we 
were telling a story throughout 
those fights so it wasn’t just 
people fighting for the sake of 
cool fighting,” the Oscar-nomi¬ 
nated Osborne explains. 

While the film is built entire¬ 
ly around Black’s brand of hu¬ 
mour, the co-di- 
rectors ap¬ 
proached the proj¬ 
ect from a unique 
perspective. 

Their challenge 
was to blend com¬ 
edy and genuine 
martial arts in a way that would 
please young audiences, as well 
as kung fu fans, without look¬ 
ing like a parody or a reinven¬ 
tion of the genre. 

“(We thought) what if Akira 
Kurosawa shot a Jerry Lewis 
movie?” Osborne recalls. 

“What about a great, epic, 
beautiful, real, formal kung fu 
world with this central charac¬ 
ter? 

“With Jack being the impetus, 
it made it clear we could have 
these two worlds collide with 
each other and let the comedy 
come from that situation.”

Parker feels cast, 
characters 
needed break

years older, four years 
wiser and her return is 
four years overdue in the 
minds of fans. 

But Sarah Jessica Parker 
says the wait to bring her 
beloved Carrie Bradshaw 
back to her legions of fol¬ 
lowers in a feature film 
adaptation of the hit tele¬ 
vision series Sex And The 
City was well-timed. 

Parker feels the cast, 
crew and characters them¬ 
selves needed those years 
to mature and forward 


Bradshaw’s story in a way 
that would please fans and 
do justice to the series. 

“I hope they like the 
choices we made in terms 
of the story that we told,” 
Parker says. “I think (direc¬ 
tor) Michael Patrick King 
and I wanted to give (the 
fans) everything they 
thought they wanted and 
everything they didn’t 
know they wanted and 
that was really to push on 
that bruise of despair and 
disappointment and really 
live in it.” 

“I’m very interested in 
the kind of experience it is 
to suffer loss and disap¬ 
pointment at 40 than it is 
at 20 and I think that’s re¬ 
ally what this movie is 
about, is being a grown-up 
and understanding your 


own complicity and disap¬ 
pointment and how friends 
are necessary and vital.” 

The film reunites Carrie 
with Miranda (Cynthia 
Nixon), Charlotte (Kristin 
Davis) and Samantha (Kim 
Cattrall) as they continue 
on with their lives in New 
York City — and in Saman¬ 
tha’s case Los Angeles — but 
with a few plot twists that 
uproot their lives and put 
their friendship to the test. 

The challenge with reviv¬ 
ing a television show such 
as Sex And The City for the 
big screen, of course, is find¬ 
ing a way to make it rele¬ 
vant for fans who have been 
there since the very begin¬ 
ning and for those who may 
not have seen the show dur¬ 
ing its 1998-2004 run. 

Then there is the rele¬ 


vance of the characters 
themselves, icons to some 
for their frank talk about 
sex, relationships and the 
realities of life as a woman 
juggling her personal and 
professional lives — not to 
mention ample talk of de¬ 
signer clothing and high- 
priced shoes. 

“I don’t know that 
they’re relevant,” Parker 
concedes. “I don’t think 
that’s for me to say ... I 
don’t know how relevant 
they are or what the legacy 
of the show will or will not 
be, or the movie. I just 
know that I love this work 
and I love this job and I 
love these people so I want¬ 
ed to give it one more shot 
before it was too late.”

Movie role 
deemed Tyler’s 
most challenging

UJlUUlU IF WATCHING 
the physical turmoil Liv 
Tyler’s character endures 
in the movie The 
Strangers seems all too 
real, that’s because some 
of it is. 

Described as one of her 
most challenging roles to 
date, the 30 -year-old ac¬ 
tress had to jump out of 
windows, crawl outdoors 
in the dark and run bare¬ 
foot amid a movie set 
staged for terror. 

“My whole body was 
kind of covered in bruises. 

“I had burns on my feet 
from sliding against the 
floor and crawling against 
the floor that were still 
there after a year,” ex¬ 
plains Tyler, who plays 
Kristen, one part of a cou¬ 
ple who gets terrorized by 
three masked strangers in 


a remote vacation home. 

Well-known for her role 
as Arwen in the Lord of 
the Rings trilogy and ap¬ 
pearances in father Steven 
Tyler’s Aerosmith videos, 
Tyler says she’s always 
been a horror flick fan. 

“I’m a shallow jerk and 
I grew up obsessed with 


horror movies and loved 
them,” she recalls, adding 
she used to watch 
Creepshow, Tales From the 
Crypt and the Twilight 
Zone with her mom. 

Yet, Tyler doesn’t con¬ 
sider The Strangers a 
“straight up horror 
movie.” 


She says what attracted 
her to the role was the re¬ 
lationship between the 
two main characters. 

“The depth of the char¬ 
acter (motivated me to 
take the role)... You feel 
for these characters and 
connect with them and 
understand them in a way 


that you wouldn’t normal¬ 
ly if that layer wasn’t 
there. 

“(Director Bryan Berti- 
no) always says that this 
film is really just a drama, 
someone just happened to 
knock at the door.” 

So what scares her in 
real life? 

“I grew up in Maine in 
my aunt’s big house and I 
was always scared of the 
dark and scared of what’s 
under my bed. 

“I still to this day when 
I go into a hotel, I don’t 
know why, I always look 
under the bed and I’m 
nervous to touch my feet 
down onto the ground... 
Am I weird?!” 

After taking a sabbati¬ 
cal following the birth of 
her two-year-old son, 

Milo, Tyler says she’s ex¬ 
cited to be working again. 

However, she acknowl¬ 
edges that her job as an 
actress is sometimes 
frightening as well. 

Yet, she assures, “I’m 
not afraid to face my 
fears... I actually like it. I 
like the challenge.”

If convicted she faces up to six months in jail 
and a maximum fine of $ 10,000 for the al¬ 
leged assault. She also faces a $5,000 fine 
if convicted of using threatening, abusive 
words or behaviour to cabin crew. 

Campbell was granted bail and is 
due to appear at Uxbridge Magistrates 
L Court, west London, next month.
